AGAPANTHUS INSIGNIS. 

This striking new Agapantlius has been imported from South Africa, and forms a very 
desirable addition to plants suitable for Conservatory deeoration. The strap-like arching leaves 
are bright green, the basal portion milk white, this colour extending some distance up the midrib. 
The inflorescence is produced on stout erect scapes crowned with immense heads, consisting of a 
multitude of elegant lilac flowers faintly shaded with lavender. The individual blossoms are 
borne on very long pedicels, thus forming magnificent spherical heads of bloom very striking and 
efl'ective in appearance. Vide illustration, page ii. 21s. 

CESPEDESIA DISCOLOR. 

Awarded a First Class Certificate by the Royal Horticultural Society. 

This striking ornamental Stove Plant belongs to the Natural Order Ockiiacew, and is one 
of a small group of South American trees, bearing showy yellow flowers in lai’ge bractless 
panicles. The chief decorative feature of C. rlmolor, however, lies in the ornamental coloration 
of its young growth, which is rapidly developed from terminal buds, the five or six long 
drooping lanceolate leaves composing it being of a pale cinnamon buff, or biscuit colour, faintly 
suffused with rose and veined with pale yellow, forming a striking contrast to the dark green 
of the mature leaves. Tirfe illustration, page iii. 21s. 

EPIPHYLLUM DELICATUM. 

Awarded a First Claes Certificate by the Royal Horticultui’al Society. 

A charming new species introduced from Brazil, producing a profusion of wax-like blush- 
tinted flowers. It is in many respects similar to the well-known E. truncation, but differs in the 
following particulars : — The flowers are larger, much lighter in colour, of more regular formation, 
the petals being longer and less reflexed, while the tube of the corolla and style are less abruptly 
bent at the base. In growth it is more erect, the broad flat segments being oval in outline with 
three or four acute teeth on each margin. The flowers are terminal, white, tinted with delioate 
rose pink or blush, a narrow ring of carmine surrounding the mouth of tube, from which protrude 
the long curved style and yellow anthers. Vide illustration, page i. 21s.

MAEANTA INSIGNIS. 

Award of Merit from tho Koyul Horticultural Society. 

A very distinct and striking Maranta introduced from Brazil. It has long semi-erect lanceolate 
leaves of a light green colour, darkly shaded on tho margins aud ornamented on the central portion 
with very dark green oval blotches arranged alternately, a small round blotch being oppositely 
placed on each side of the midrib. The under sides of the leaves are of a bright maroon red colour.

MARANTA TIGRINA. 

Of compact habit and .sturdy giowth, this is a desirable addition to ornamental Stove Plants. It 
grows from 9 inch<!s to a foot high, producing ovate lanceolate leaves on petioles, sheathing for their 
entire length. The leaf blades are of a velvety lustrous grass green colour, strikingly marked on 
each side of a grey midrib, with broad transverse bars of rich deep olive green, the markings dividing 
near the undulate margins into two tips.

CLEOPATRA, a very beautiful variety, producing fine trusses of large round flowers, perfect in 
shape, of a charming tint of lilac rose, tho two upper petals lighter at tho base.

GLENROY, very broad rosy carmine sepals well recurved over short tube, immense irregular double 
corolla of great length, slatey blue heavily suffused rose.

IXION, an immense flower with massive well-reflexed sepals, and an irregular semi-double wide 
spreading corolla of a bright rosy purple, tho base of petals lighter.

SIGNET, broad recurved light carmine sepals ; single pure white corolla veined with bright carmine. 

TIBER, very short tube and broad reflexed carmine sepals ; large double purplish rose corolla. Very 
free flowering.

AGLAONEMA VEESICOLOK. 

All attractive omanieiital foliage stove plant, belonging to the Aroid family, introduced from the 
East Indies. It is of neat growth and bears on an erect stem beautifully mottled shortly stalked 
spreading leaves, the petioles sheathing with membraneous edges. The leaf blades obliquely oblong, 
rouuded at the base, acute at the apex, iiregularly blotched with patches of dark velvety green 
interspersed among patches of lighter green, and some of milky white. 5s. 

AMARYLLIS (HIPPEASTRUMS). 

This deservedly popular family cannot bo too 
highly recommended. The ease with which they 
are cultivated and the gorgeoasly beautiful 
flowers they produce at almost any season, make 
them most desirable in any collection. By

The flowers are large 
and are home in terminal umbels, the calyx ro.sy purple, the four fleshy petals nearly an inch long, 
being coloured bright red. The creeping stems, which support themselves by means of aerial roots, 
have opposite ovate or oblong fleshy loaves about 1^ inch long, the margins clothed with glandular 
hairs, and the surface with whitish dots, as in some Sonerilas. 6s. 

MARANTA PICTA. 

Aw'ard of Merit, Royal Horticultural Society. 

A most ornamental and distinct species introduced from Brazil. It is of compact growth, the 
blade of the leaf broadly lanceolate acuminate, wavy at the margin, of a rich velvety deep green 
colour, strikingly ornamented with a central variegation of yellowish green, the colour extending 
along the upper side of each principal vein nearly half-way across the loaf blade, thence decreasing 
in a premorse manner to the base of the next vein.

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MIMOSA ARGENTEA. 

A pretty variegated species imported from Brazil, and one of the same section as that 
to which the ordinary Sensitive Plant belongs. It is of climbing habit with very slender, hairy 
stems and branches, furnished with elegant bipinnate leaves. Each leaf bears two, rarely three, 
pairs of spreading pinnte, each bearing about forty oblong leaflets, green at the tips and silvery grey 
on the basal half ; the under side of the leaflet is of a pinkish colour, as also are the young growths. 
This will be found a very neat and pretty climbing plant for the stove. 5«. 

NIDULARIUM INNOCENTII STRIATUM. 

This striking and ornamental Bromeliaceous plant has been imported from Brazil. It has bright 
green leaves from 8 to 12 inches long, most effectively striped or striated with a central white 
variegation, deepening off to a creamy-yellow, rendering it a most nharming and attractive decorative 
plant.

PLEROMA CANDIDA. 

A free-flowering Melastomaceous plant introduced from South Australia. It is of shrubby 
habit, well furnished with dark green ovate-lanceolate leaves, densely covered with soft 
silky hair, the five longitudinal veins very prominent on the under side. The flowers, 
which are borne in loose terminal heads, are individually about 1 J to IJ inch in diameter, the petals 
being of snowy whiteness. This will be found a desirable flowering plant for the warm 
conservatory or stove.

RUBUS MOLUCCANUS (REFLEXUS). 

A free-growing ornamental climbing plant with five-lobod villose leaves, the middle lobe much 
extended. The leaf blades are greyish green, the central portions next the midrib and side ribs 
being dark olive green, producing a very effective variegation.

SELAGINELLA WATSONI. 

A very pretty variegated Lycopod of compact plumose growth ; many of tho branchlets 
are creamy white, while the segments of others are prettily margined with tlie same colour.

One of the most beautiful of the Bromeliads ; a native of Ecuador, of dwarf compact growth, 
with reoiu'ved olive-green leaves. The flower scape bears an ovate flattened spike of a bright rosy 
hue, from the bracts of which issue in succession the beautiful lilac-blue flowers, the contrast of 
which with the rose-coloured scape presents a most charming appearance.

VRIESIA PURPURASCENS.

AGAPANTHUS GLOBOSUM. 

A distinct dwarf growing .species imported from the Orange River Territory. It produces on 
long scapes, dense globular heads of flowers individually about an inch in diameter and of good 
shape. The three outer petals are lilac -blue shaded white and bluntly pointed, the inner ones 
emarginate and much darker in colour, the central vein of each petal dark bluish lilac. The 
strap-shaped leaves are arching and about a foot long. 7.t. 6rf. 

AGAPETES BUXIFOLIA. 

A very useful plant for a cool greenhouse, doing well either in a shady or a light position.

ANEMIA ROTTINDIFOLIA. 

Awarded a First Class Certificate by the Royal Horticultural Society. 

This pretty ornameutal species is one of those popularly known as Flowering Ferns. It is of 
tufted habit with spreading barren fronds and erect fertile ones. The stalks are at first coarsely 
hairy, subsequently becoming glabrescent ; sterile fronds oblong, ending in a long curled tendril. 
The pinns are numerous and alternate, each broadly oblong obtuse, oblique and coarsely toothed. 
When young the fronds are pinkish bronze, turning to green as they become mature. The fertile 
fronds are in pairs, arising from between the basal pair of pinnie ; erect, linear oblong with 
numerous spore cases, borne in graceful spike-like panicles.

DICKSONIA (CIBOTIUM) GLATJCA. 

This.clegant Tree Fcni has been introduced from the Sandwich Isles, and in the young state 
will be found a striking and ornamental Fern for the greenhouse.

The fronds are broacfiy lanceolate in outline, the pinnce being alternate and narrowly 
lanceolate with undulate margins, the blade of each pinnse being connate with the next close to the 
stipes. The sori are borne in two rows between each of the primary veins, reaching from the midrib 
to the margin.

POLYPODIUM IRIOIDES RAMO-CRISTATUM. 

Award of Merit from the Royal Horticultural Society. 

A handsome variety with bright green coriaceous leaves contracted at the base into very short 
stipes.

If roots ate not too near the surfaoe, about 1 lb. to the 
square yard may be f<n:ked in, instead of top dressing. As soon qs the berries are making good 
headway, give a slight sprinkling over the surface, and repeat about erery fortm'gbt or three weeks
